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New Leaders Needed

A revealing sidelight on Sen. 
Strom Thurmond’s efforts to alert 
the country to pressures against 
teaching anti-communist beliefs 
has been the lack of cooperation he 
has received from other Southern 


Democrats. 

The aid that Sen. Thurmond has 
obtained in this important en- 
terprise comes not from the South 
—once a citadel of the independent 


spirit—but from Sens. Miller of 
lowa, Bridges of New Hampshire, 
Mundt of South Dakota, Curtis of 
Nebraska, Goldwater of Arizona 
and Tower of Texas, the first Re- 
publican senator from that state in 
modern times. 

There is additional irony in the 
fact that the man who declared 
there is little, if any, need to alert 
the American people to commu- 
nism is the junior senator from Ar- 
kansas, J. W. Fulbright. 

Sen. Richard Russell, chairman 

of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, who should be using all his 
influence to support the probe of 
the attack on defense leaders, has 
not taken a positive stand. 
' This is the kind of fight in which 
one expects Southern senators to be 
heavily engaged. Yet a lot of them 
are playing possum while an im- 
portant fight rages over their. 
heads, The sad truth is that a ma- 
jority of Southern senators don’t 
have much of a taste for fighting 
these days. The articulate and ruth- 
less Kennedy crowd has had con- 
siderable success in cowing op- 
position from Southern Democrats 
in Congress. 


Weak ‘Leaders’ 


Seven months after the 87th— 
New Frontier—session of Congress 
met and organized, it is established 
that the once powerful Southern 
bloc in the Senate is tragically 
weak. Men who only a few years 
ago appeared as giants on the po- 
litical scene, today faithfully carry 
out the will of the President. 

William White, columnist and ex- 
perienced observer of the Washing- 
ton scene, recently commented on 
the lack of energy and direction in 
the Senate. He described how ad- 
ministration bills sailed through 
Senate committees this year. The 
opposition to the New Frontier was 
embodied in a small group. Sens. 
Thurmond and Goldwater are lead- 
ers of that group. But no one hears 
anything from Southerners such as 
Talmadge of Georgia, Jordan of 
North Carolina, Stennis of Missis- 
sippi or other familiar names. 


The Placemen 


In light of the political incapacity 
of the present group of Southern 





senators, it should be obvious to all 
that the South needs a new type of 
leader. Indeed this is what The 


News and Courier has been saying: 


for years. The South can’t affor¢ to 


. be represented in Washington’ by’ 


old pros and party hacks. The pres- 
ent Southern leadership, with a few 
exceptions, lacks the aggressive 
spirit that is needed to advance the 
cause of conservatism. Too many 
Southern senators are chiefly in- 
terested in holding their places and 
in dispensing postmasterships and 
other bits of patronage. 

The day is past when Southern 
states can depend upon placemen 
on important committees. The 
country is at a critical stage: Ei-. 
ther the U.S. moves all the way to 
the left and becomes a totalitarian 
democracy, or it shifts to the right. 

There are Southern senators such 
as Fulbright of Arkansas who are,” 
in effect, senators from New York,; 
who manage to stay in office 
though they are mouthpieces ‘or 
distant interests. There also are 
Southern senators who live on the 
fence, who make a little noise when, 
a “civil rights” bill is introduced, 
but who contribute absolutely 
nothing to the struggle against left- 
ism in America. 


"Not Just A Job 


A seat in the U.S. Senate should’ 
not be a sinecure, a comfortable. 
place held down by one whose leg- 
islative aim is to float with the tide; 
Texans realized that this year: 
when they elected a conservative 
who is as articulate as any Har- 
vard professor on the New 
Frontier. South Carolina is fortu- 
nate in having Strom Thurmond, 
who isn’t scared to stand up for 
what is right. Arizona is another 
state with an outspoken leader in 
the Senate. 

What has been achieved in South: 
Carolina, Texas and Arizona can be 
accomplished elsewhere. - Indeed 
each of the above-named states can 
find TWO outspoken leaders for 
the Senate. Unless the South finds 
leaders who will battle for Amer- 
ica, the conservative beliefs of 
Southerners will be dissipated in 
talk. 
This country was brought into be- 
ing largely through the efforts of 
Southern people and their leaders. 
This region can save the country if 
it only makes the effort to find men 
who will voice its convictions, who 
look on service in the Senate as a 
patriotic challenge, not as a well- 
paying job.

RECENT ORDERS by the De- 
dense Dept. tend to make mental 
eunuchs of our military men. As it 
now stands they are supposed to 
simply take orders but have no 
opinions of their own, particularly 
about communism. 

The campaign to prevent mili- 
tary men from criticizing commu- 
nism or discussing it in public ap- 
parently began in this country with 
the Communist Party U.S.A. and 
its publication, The Worker, ac- 
cording to Sen. Strom Thurmond. 

The Worker, alarmed by the 
growing anti - Communist senti-

“After initial articles in The 
Worker,’’ Sen. Thurmond says, 
‘“‘the campaign was continued in 
‘such publications as The New 
York Times, The Washington Post, 
The Reporter, and the Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists. It also has 
taken the form of pamphlets and 
in one instance a memorandum— 
the so-called Fulbright memoran- 
dum — which originated on Capi- 
tol Hill.” 


Shocking Document 


THE MEMORANDUM is de- 
scribed by Sen. Thurmond as “one 
of the most shocking documents I 
have read since coming to Wash- 
ington. It not only attacks our mili- 
tary leaders for their efforts to 
give their personnel and the pub- 
lic all the facts about communism, 
but it candidly expresses as its 
major fear not the Communist 
gaenace but a grave distrust of 
the American people to govern 
themselves. 

“It expresses the alarming view- 
point that rather than needing to 
be alerted to the menace of the 
cold war, the American people 
need to be restrained in their de- 
sire to hit the Communists with 
everything we've got, particularly 
if there are ‘more Cubas and 
Laos.” 

The Fulbright memorandum, as 
discussed in the Congressional 
Record, would: 

—Repeal or modify the 1958 Na- 
tional Security Council directive 
which authorized the military anti- 
Communist seminars. 

—Increase censorship of milita- 
ry speeches. 

—Transfer the National War 
College from military to civilian 
_control. 

—Put even unit level troop in- 


formation and education under. ci- 
vilian control. 

—Require graduate studies in 
the liberal arts, (“to give the offi- 
cers a more liberal outlook,” The- 
orizes Sen. Thurmond) as a pre-- 
— for promotion to high ° 
rank. 


Threat To Security 


WE AGREE with Sen. Thur- 
mond, Sen. Barry Goldwater and 
others who have called this gag- 
ging of our military a danger to 
our security. 

Fashioning of the gag began as 
long ago as last March when the ‘ 
defense secretary issued a mem- 
‘orandum prohibiting the use of the 
film, Operation Abolition, by the 
services for training of military. 
personnel. 

On April 21 another memoran- 
dum was issued banning the use 
or procurement by the services of 
a narrated film strip, Communism 
on the Map. 

A directive by the Defense Dept. 
July 10 gave the assistant secre- 
tary censorship powers. 

A June directive canceled a two- 
week anti-Communist seminar in 
the Panama Canal Zone for 200 
U. S. reserve officers. Then there 
was a memorandum from the air 
force Aug. 1. 

“This candid document,” Sen. 
Thurmond says, “leaves the clear 
implication there are to be. no 
anti-Communist talks and there 
to be no politics. in any speeches 
except the politics of the president 
of the U. S.” 


Investigation Urged 


SEN. FULBRIGHT, chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, 
may mean well but the result of 
his document very well may:be to.

Khrushchev's warning about thermo-nuclear devices 
was preceded by another even more serious sign of 
danger. While the world had its eyes focused on first 
Berlin and then the Red “super-bomb,” the price of gold 
in the markets of the world has quietly inched up. The 
latest price is $35.18 per ounce in London. 

At this price, a foreign investor or banker can buy 
gold from the U.S. Treasury at $35.00 an ounce, pay 
shipping and insurance charges to London and still 
turn a profit. The margin is razor-thin, but really high’ 
finance is conducted on percentages that wouldn’t even 
be considered in an ordinary business transaction. 

Last fall, the price of gold in the London market 
was bid up to $40.60, and a really serious drain was 
put upon the American stock of gold in the Treasury. 
The gold reserves of the United States, by the way, 
have never recovered from the loss suffered at that 
time. During the height of that crisis, the Secretary of 
the Treasury flew to Europe to enlist the aid of our allies, 
and by executive order, Americans were prohibited from 
owning gold in foreign countries, or certificates for gold 
held in foreign hands. The last slender crack through 
which some United States dollars might leak out into 
gold was plugged, bringing to a close the action begun 
when this country went off the gold standard in the 
1930s. 

With some fanfare, President Kennedy announced 
that the gold crisis had come to an end. The new 
administration, with its vigorous words, had simply 
made this bad old problem disappear. 

International finance, however, is not so simple. 
With the continuing drain of foreign aid, the American 
dollar is still under the shadow of a price decline in the 
world money market. This is a threat much more 
serious than Khrushchev’s bombs. If the American 
financial and business structure is undermined inter- 
nally, the Communists will have won without firing a 
rocket, or dropping a single bomb. 

The threat is real and genuine. It has reached such 
proportions that the United States Treasury is no longer 
trying to beat off attacks on the dollar by dipping into 
its gold reserves. Instead, your Treasury is now buying 
and selling the currencies of France, West Germany, 
Great Britain or any other country as part of its re- 
serve. By the end of June, there were $186,000,000 
in foreign currencies in the hands of the American 
government. 

But is this really $186,000,000 in reserve in the 
U.S. Treasury? This money is not in American dollars 
or gold, but in francs, or pounds, or marks. If the 
price of these currencies changes, the treasury reserve 
will have to follow those prices up or down. Instead 
of being able to control its reserve in the form of gold 
or dollars, America is now beginning to depend upon 
the cross-currents of foreign money. whfth can be 
manipulated for both political and financial advantage 
by other nations. 

Speculating in foreign money may provide some 
temporary relief to the embattled dollar, but as long 
as the free price of gold continues its gradual climb, 
there is no financial safety for America. 

The Soviet thermo-nuclear super-bomb is more dra- 
matic. The “gold bomb” can be even more destructive. 
Those who think the dollar can be perpetually inflated 
through foreign aid and domestic deficit spending are 
being warned of their folly by the most direct method 
known. Unless Washington changes its basic fiscal 


Sen. Thurmond Quizzes McNamara on Walker Case

(First-hand report on the interrogation of the Secretary of De- 
fense by the Senate Armed Services Committee on September 6-7 
in its consideration of Senator Thurmond*s resolution calling for 
a full investigation of the muzzling of the military, as a result 


of the Walker case) 
September 8, 1961 


Startling specifics regarding the censoring of anti-Communist 
Statements of our military leaders by the State Department and 
the Pentagon were revealed by Senator Thurmond of South Caro- 
lina during the course of the interrogation of the Secretary of 
Defense, Robert McNamara, by the Senate Committee on the Armed 
Services on September 6 and 7, One sentence, for example, of a 
draft address by a high-ranking military officer read: 


“Today -- in this era -- we are confronted by the grim challenge . 


of Communism, 

The censor had crossed out “Communism” in the foregoing 
sentence and substituted for it “competing ideologies*’, 

The next sentence read: 

“We know that the Communist challenge threatens not only our 
goals -- but relentlessly seeks the overthrow of all free society,” 

In that sentence, the effort to play down the Communist threat 
resulted in the deletion by tue censor of the word **Communist", 

In the next paragraph of the draft address was this sentence: 

“The most dramatic: -- and certainly the most publicized form 
of the Communist threat is the possibility of nuclear war.” 

There again the censor struck out the word “Communist,” 

On the next page the military expert had written: 

“The Communists, however, are not going to abandon their 
relentless drive towarc! world empire, even though they dare not 
risk the inevitable retaliation that a nuclear war would bring,"’ 

This warning the censor had deleted entirely and substituted 
the following: “Potential aggressors, however, cannot be expected 
to surrender their objectives without a struggle,"* 

In the exchange between Senator Thurmond and Secretary Mc- 
Namara which followed this revelation, Senator Thurmond ex- 
claimed: “‘If we have this investigation (called for by Resolution 
191) much more like this will be brought out!** At this a spon- 
taneous wave of applause swept the crowded hearing room, Chair- 
man Richard Russell sternly ordered that there be no further 
demonstrations, warning that the hearing room would be cleared 
if there were. But public sentiment had made itself felt in that 
dramatic outburst of appleuse, and Committee members had wit- 
nessed it, 

The censoring of anti-Communist statements was exposed in 
connection with the reading, aloud by Senator Thurmond of the full 
text of an address, the authorship of which he withheld at the out- 
set, When he had finished reading, Senator Thurmond asked the 
Secretary if he saw any valid objection to the speech, The Secre- 
tary had none, Then the Senator read from an accompanying of- 
ficial Pentagon memorandum which notified the military leader, 
now identified as Admiral Arleigh Burke, that the speech was re- 
jected as being in conflict with foreign policy, 

Secretary McNamara’s defense was that in the end the speech 
was given (on March 25, 1961) substantially as originally drafted, 
Senator Thurmond evidently thought it unnecessary to point out 
that not every military leader was in as advantageous a position 
as was the then Chief of Naval Operations to force a reversal of 
the censor, 

In the same connection there was adiscussionof anti-Communist 
language which Senator Thurmond had reported earlier on the 
floor of the Senate as having been deleted by Pentagon censors, 
These deletions included the following: ‘**Communist conspiracy 
directed toward absolute domination of the world"’, “Soviet infil- 
tration menacing this Nation and extending throughout far corners 
of the globe"’, *‘the steady advance of Communism", **the Commu- 
nist challenge’, **on such theories Socialism thrives*’, “insidigus 
ideology of world Communism", “Communism encompassing 
Marxism, Fabian Socialism, Socialism*’, ‘Soviets have not re- 
lented in the slightest in their determination to dominate the world 
and to destroy our way of life’’, ‘nothing has happened to indicate 
that the goals of international Communism have changed"’, *‘today 
in the face of the world-wide threat of international Communism,"’ 
Commenting on the pattern of this censoring, Senator Thurmond 
had remarked at the time that “it is not only alarming, it is 
frightening’’. 

It was brought out in the interrogation of Secretary McNamara 
that the foregoing were changes made in addresses of Lt, Gen, 
Arthur Trudeau, Army Chief of Research and Development, some 
of them in the last months of the Eisenhower administration, the 
rest in recent roonths, The ‘Secretary*’s excuse was that at the 
timé these deletions were made, it was high policy, because of 
the relations with the Soviet at the moment, not to permit officials 
to say things which would irritate Khrushchev and company, 

Supporters of the Thurmond resolution intend to demonstrate 
that deletion or retention of phrases such as those cited above 
varies according to the thinking of the particular censor on the 
job, Senator Thurmond was therefore insistent that Secretary Mc- 
Namara give the Committee the name of the censor in each case, 
through a file which included what the Secretary estimated at 
1200 to 1500 speeches, Secretary McNamara submitted the names 
of members of his censorship staff, but again and again he refused 
to indicate who had done the work in each case, He argued that 
the responsibility was his as head of the Department, and that 
it would be bad for morale to pass the blame down the line, Here 
is an old issue which must be threshed out if an investigation is 
to be held and be: successful, Members of the Committee failed 
to cut through the Secretary's “‘responsibility’’ smoke screen and 
point out that he had been quick to pillory one of his generals whose 
sin had been anti-Communist activity, Why, then, the 
to expose individuals he had under him who were doing the work 
of the Communists for thern? 





Thurmond wisely chose to stress the basic issue, the need for 
alerting service men and civilians to the true nature of the Com- 
munist menace, When the Secretary avoided reference to internal 
subversion and spoke of the billions requested for guns and missiles, 
Senator Thurmond reminded him and the Committee that many 
nations have fallen from within, 

Early in the proceedings the Secretary sought to justify the 
treatment of General Walker by reading from a document which 
had previously been withheld from the public, Senator Byrd im- 
mediately demanded that the whole file in the case be made public. 
This the Secretary agreed to do, 

Senator Thurmond presented one issue after another of the Over- 
seas Weekly, which he characterized as ‘‘sexy, malicious, low”, 
to the scrutiny of Secretary McNamara, The latter agreed that 
the paper was disgraceful, but he indicated no intention of having 
distribution of it banned among the service men, 

When Secretary McNamara indicated that one of the main charges 
against General Walker was that his men had been advised to 
consult the analysis of the records of Congressmen prepared by 
Americans for Constitutional Action before voting in 1960, Senator 
Case of South Dakota expressed some doubt that there would have 


-been the same concern in the Pentagon if the reference had been, 


instead, to ADA literature. The Secretary stated that when the 
matter came up, the reference to the ACA was meaningless to 
himself and his associates, which indicates the extent of their 
familiarity with Conservative 

Then there was the finding that General Walker had spoken ill 
of certain prominent individuals by referring to them as “‘leftist- 
influenced”, Everybody seemed to forget that former-President 
Truman, for one, had once termed his own thinking as being to 
the left of center, Did the Pentagon mean to suggest that the *‘left** 
has fallen into such discredit as to make use of the term constitute 
some sort of slander? 

Senator Thurmond did not confine himself to the evidence re- 
garding elimination of anti-Communist material in the speeches 
of military leaders; he gave instances where seminars to alert 
military personnel and civilians alike to the cold war menace had 
been scuttled by the Pentagon; and he put the Secretary on the pan 
for the shelving of the film ‘Operation Abolition*’’, The Senator 
described the latter as a good, tough training film that would show 
service men Communist infiltration right at work in our own 
country, The Secretary admitted that the Pentagon might have made 
“an error of judgment’’ regarding the matter. Discussion of 
seminars gave the Secretary an opportunity to insert in the record 
a statement that ridiculed patriotic éfforts of this type that did 
not follow the Socialist line on foreign policy, 


The Senators had obviously been impressed by the volume of 
protest from the public against the muzzling of the military; one 
of them remarked that he had even received a book on the subject 
(obviously a reference to ‘‘The Case of General Edwin A, Walker” 
by Kent and Phoebe Courtney), McNamara claimed to have heard 
little on the subject. 

Although Secretary McNamara was careful not to object to the 
proposed investigation, both he and Senator Symington did contend 
that it would divert effort needed to meet the Berlin crisis. 

This observer does not recall a single occasion during the day 
and a half of interrogation of the Secretary of Defense that the 
latter gave any indication of awareness of the dangers of internal 
subversion of which J, Edgar Hoover has warned the nation. 

The Armed Services Committee is composed of Senators Russell

Symington of Missouri, Jackson of Washington, Ervin of North

Unfortunately, Senator Bridges was umable to attend, because of 
ill health, and Senator Mundt, who had joined Senator Thurmond on 
the floor of the Senate in an eloquent denunciation of the censor- 
ship program, is not a member of the Committee, as is also the 
case with Senator Goldwater, The result was that Senator Thurmond 
had to conduct the interrogation, in its more significant phases, 
almost single-handed, which he did with patriotic vigor and skill. 
Several of his colleagues unfortunately displayed an obsequiousness 
in addressing the Secretary which is nauseating to observe, con- 
sidering that the Senators are elected representatives of the people 
while the Department head is a -meére political appointee with no 
mandate from the voters, With fundamental principles -- freedom 
of speech and the right of the people to know the truth -- at stake, 
it was sickening to see a Symington run interference for the witness 
and a Cannon dwell on the latter’s abilities, dedication, etc, 

The failure of the Secretary to answer questions adequately, even 
with a huge “briefing book’’ before him, amazed spectators in the 
hearing room, In some cases his was pure evasion and cover-up; 
at other times it was a manifestation that in Big Government the 
top bureaucrats are window dressing and don’t know too much 
about what is going on in their shops. There was chagrin, too, among 
the onlookers at the weakness of several -- we almost said most -- 
of the Committee members and their failure to appreciate the issues 
at stake, 

As this is written, it is not known whether the proposed investi- 
gation will be voted by the Committee, although a decision is due. 
shortly, We leave you with this thought from the past: “*He who 
keeps back the truth or withholds it from men, from motives of 
expediency, is either a coward or a criminal, or both,” 


Tax-Supported Foundation 
Grants $300,000 to Linus Pauling

A potpourri of revolting developments while we've been busy 
since May 14th exposing UNesco’s monstrous legal-grab for tota) 
control of the U, S, educational system -- the infamous **Con- 
vention Against Discrimination in Education’. , . 

For several years this column has exposed -- annually - the

December 29, 1960 we published the names and the sums given

Ex-UNesco Commissioner, J, Robert Oppenheimer, kept on the 
U, S, National Commission for UNesco after his dismissal from 
government work on security grounds, -- and who is now touring 
Latin America under the auspices of the odorous Organization 
of American States, lecturing to students -- was given double what 
he got from these generous National Science Foundation boys in 
1959, 

In 1960 they awarded Oppenheimer $180,000 in cold American 
tax money! 

E, U, Condon, pronounced by a Congressional committee as 
the “‘weakest link’ in the U.S, chainof atomic security, was awarded 
a nine months grant of $287,200 by the NSF in 1960 to mold the 
minds of high school teachers. 

Harold Urey, an ex-UNesco Commissioner, hired by the Re- 
gents of the University of California after they had read the House 
un-American Activities Report “‘Trial by Treason’ which exposed 
Urey’s efforts on behalf of the convicted atomic spies -- the 
Rosenbergs -- and which in addition went back over Urey's record 
of other such activities, pulled off $23,000 in 1960 from the NSF 
for his personal research use, and with a couple of other Univer- 
sity of California ‘‘scientists,”* was given another $76,500 for ‘‘pur- 
chase of electron microprobe,”* Urey has been heavily financed 
by the NSF since 1956 where my files on it begin. 

A key UNesco founder and U, S, National UNesco Commissioner,

$1,280,000 in 1960 from NSF to mess with high school curriculum 
in the biological sciences, They gave him $738,200 in 1959,

Wisconsin Philleo Nash that Fulton Lewis, Jr. reported in 1957 
as being “the object of considerable scrutiny by various govern- 
ment loyalty boards and by the FBI?** Hadn*t somebody in Congress 
better do some checking?

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Fulbright Should Be Fired 
For Views on Constitution

SEN. J. WILLIAM FULBRIGHT, D- 
Ark., should be fired for violating his 
oath of office. 

Fulbright took an oath when he took, 
his seat-in the United States Senate. 
He solemnly swore to preserve, pro- 
tect and defend the Constitution of the 
United States. 

By his words and actions, he is not 
living up to this obligation. 

This is what Fulbright said in a 
speech recorded and delivered at the 
recent 1961 Summer Cubberly Confer- 
ence of Stanford University:

er objective must be the development 
of a broader community, a concert of 
free nations transcending the limits of 
national frontiers and national per- 
spectives. ... 

“As an almost-existing community, 
the North Atlantic nations, with their 
common values as well as common 
enemies, must surrender far more of 
their jealously guarded sovereignty 
than they have already done and 
press forward with the development 
of supranational institutions.”’ 

Now, what do these words really 
suggest? 

That the United States of America 
—for we are a NATO nation—give up 
our rights under the Constitution which 
Fulbright swore to preserve, protect 
and defend, and surrender this sover- 
eign nation tp an over-all super state. 

Here’s Fulbright, again in the Stan- 
ford speech, revealing what he thinks 
about the Constitution he took an. 
oath to preserve, protect and de- 
fend: 


“THE PRESIDENT IS HOBBLED 
in his task of leading the American 
people to consensus and concerted ac- 
tion by the restrictions of power im- 
posed on him by a constitutional sys- 
tem designed for an 18th century 
agrarian society far removed from the 
centers of world power. 

“Tt is imperative that we break out 
of the intellectual confines of cherished 
and traditional beliefs and open our 
minds to the possibility that basic 
changes in our system may be essen- 
tial to meet the requirements of the 
20th century.” 

Just who is this Senator Fulbright 
who suggests we scrap the Constitu- 
tion?

WASHINGTON -- Republican leaders complain bitterly that top 
legislators have helped give President Kennedy 16 major Con- 
gressional victories, 

On six House and 10 Senate votes, Republicans have provided 
JFK with his victory margin, These are all key bills opposed by 

tantial numbers of Democrats from North and South, 

The first major GOP defeat came in the House's third roll- 
call, on-the Administration move to pack the-Failes Committee 
with liberal Democrats. On that vote 64 Democrats crossed up 
the Administration to vote “no.” But 22 Republicans voted with 
the Administration to give Kennedy his razor-thin margin of 
victory. 

Eight Republicans who voted with Kennedy on that bill deserted 
their leadership to vote the White House line on three out of the 
other five votes, according to Congressional Quarterly. With one 
exception -- Wisconsin’s Alvin O’Konski -- they hail from the 
industrial northeast, They are Robert Corbett (Pa.); James Ful- 
ton (Pa,); Seymour Halpern (N,Y,); John Lindsay (N,Y.); Chester 
Merrow (N.H.); William Scranton (Pa.); and Horace Seely-Brown 
of Connecticut, 


WHERE GOP HELPED 
The six House measures passed by GOP votes were the Rules 


the Minimum Wage bill; extension of the 10 per cent travel tax, 

In the Senate, GOP leader Everett Dirksen has seen a handful 
of his party members regularly defect to the Democratic camp. 
On 10 different Senate bills, passage was assured by GOP votes. 
Five of these came on the omnibus housing program. One was on 

urban renewal program and four were on the Administration 
plan for 40-year, no-down-payment sales and rental housing pro- 
grams for moderate-income families, Two others were on the 
minimum wage bill. 

GOP votes also gave the President his Unemployment Compen- 
sation victory; the Federal Aid to Education bill; and the authority 
to extend foreign aid to Communist nations. 

Chief GOP defector was New York's Jacob Javits, who voted 
with the Administration onevery issue for a perfect batting average. 

Another 1,000 slugger is New Jersey’s Clifford Case, who hit 
safely nine out of nine, On the tenth bill, while absent, he was 
paired for the Democrats, Senator Hiram Fong of Hawaii voted 
with the Democrats seven times, which is not unexpected as he 
is regarded as a GOP liberal. 

Biggest surprise to GOP leaders, however, was California's 
Tom Kuchel, When Kuchel was named party whip a few years 
ago it was thought he would act as a loyal party servant, He voted 
with the Administration--crossing up the GOP regulars--on six 
out of ten issues, 

Three other Republicans supported the Administration on five 
of the ten votes, They were J, Caleb Boggs of Delaware; Kenneth 
Keating of New York; and George Aiken of Vermont,

Most political writers now predict that Governor Rockefeller 
will be the Republican candidate in 1964, If this be the case, we 
predict another Democratic victory unless the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration shal] turn out to be a complete fiasco.

Since the termination of World War Il, we have embarked upon 
program after program endeavoring to purchase international 
Support through the reckless expenditure of our Nation’s wealth, In 
all of these sixteen years we have made n> progress whatsoever, 
Since 19382, when Franklin D, Roosevelt was first elected, we have 
been endeavoring to obtain economic stability and universal prosper - 
ity through planned economy and complete paternalism in govern- 
ment, And yet today we see European nations, devastated by the war, 
with economic and employment conditions far superior to our own,

“PLAN GUERRILLERO” 

Colombian military intelligence warns constantly of a “Plan 
Guerrillero” which is to be set in motion in 1962, It is supposed 
to be a nation-wide guerrilla offensive coordinated with uprisings 
and violence in urban areas, The Army’s agents report large, 
organized guerilla forces are camped in Tolima and Caldas de- 
partments, They are uniformed, well-armed and fairly well- 
trained, Some 35,000 copies of Che Guevara's ‘‘Guerrilla War- 
fare” text are reported to have been distributed and a systematic 
training program is under way. 

In the cities, the chosen Communist instrument seems to be the 
MRL, Liberal Revolutionary Movement, a heavily-subsidized, vio- 
lently pro-Castro front of the mass movement type. The MRL is a 
particularly dangerous force, commanding the loyalty of large num- 
bers of slum dwellers, drifters, street gangs, and other potential 
mob members, 

The MRL and the orthodox Communist Party are also feverishly 
at work in the union movement, “Union groups are being subjected 
to a tremendous program of agitation’’, writes a well-placed Colom- 
bian informant, ‘*which is planned, stimulated and directed by ex- 
perts who remain behind the scenes."’ 

What feeble security measures the government is taking, our in- 
formant continues, “are well-intentioned but two late, This trend 
has already spread to the remotest corners of the country.” 

“People who until a few months ago wouldn't have dreamed of 
accepting Communism are suddenly acquiring ‘revolutionary con- 
cepts’, The list of these overnight ‘converts’ or ‘sympathizers’ is

Other sources report that this defeatism is reflected in the gov- 
ernment, the army, and local authorities as well as by private 
citizens, Significantly, the government has made no real effort to 
crack down on the Communists, Castroites and the “bandoleros"’, 
the Colombian term for the guerrillas. 

A few courageous senators are struggling desperately to push the 
government into action, One senator recently warned that Commu- 
nist-Castroite agents are openly spreading propaganda throughout 
Caldas department - and without any interference by the authorities. 
Another senator warns constantly that Communist-Castroite groups 
are equally active and untouched in Tolima department, 


THE BANDOLEROS 

The term is misleading, There are really three distinct types of 
guerrilla units operating in Colombia: 

Possibly most dangerous are the incredible ‘‘enclaves*’ which 
the Colombian government so mysteriously tolerates, Thereare at 
least three of them. One is Viota, only 25 miles from Bogota itself, 
Another is Sumapaz, a 2,500 square mile autonomous state, which 
is probably the Communists’ most important guerrilla base, The 
third enclave, or rather a complex of enclaves, is the department 
of Huila, Here the Communists dominate whole communities with- 
out interference from the government, 

The enclaves are out-and-out Communists, The Reds have their 
own private armies, courts, hammer-and-sickle flags, tax collec- 
tors, border guards, and firing squads, The enclaves are also semi- 
clandestine traffic centers for arms, money, communications, train- 
ing programs, and the like, The Colombian Army knows this, com- 
plains bitterly about the enclaves - but does little or nothing about 
them. 





The Communists -Castroites have initiated an undetermined num- 
ber of bandolero units. Communists have been killed or captured at 
the head of guerrilla groups and Cuban influence is obviously para- 
mount in many more, The extent is impossible t determine, At 
‘one time Communist bandoleros were largely concentrated in Huila, 
Now they have fanned out through the country, 


TERROR 

To most bandoleros, terror had become a mere habit, a way of 
life. They forgot or never knew the original political motivation for 
their actions, For the past several years, however, Communist 
agents have béen actively providing them with a political rationali- 
zation for semi-psychotic mass murder, The bandoleros are being 
told they are great patriots fighting for “liberation”, They are to, 
Colombia what Castro was to Cuba when he was in the hills, The 
young bandits are delighted with their sudden status and with the 
arms and money the agents can supply.

“The two major political parties today have connived together 
to not only misstate the facts, but to pass laws in many States in 
the Union which in some instances actually prohibit a new party 
getting its name upon the ballot,” Lee said, “Unless this trend is 
stopped, we will find to our detriment that the politicians who 
contro] these two parties will own the government and the people 
will have no one to represent them,** 

Dr, Dorothy Wyvell of Midland, Texas, the charming Chairman 
of the banquet, introduced the outgoing officers of the Constitution 
Party of Texas, the incoming officers of the party, and guests from 
out of State, It will be recalled that Dr, Wyvell, a pediatrician, 
ran as the candidate of the Constitution Party of Texas against 
Congressman J, T. Rutherford of the 16th Congressional District 
in 1960, Although not elected, so successfully did Dr, Wyvell 
demonstrate her vote-getting ability that she is now being urged 
by various political factions of the Democratic and Republican 
parties to run in their primary races. 

THE INDEPENDENT AMERICAN suggests that Dr, Wyvell should 
run as an Independent representing the Constitution Party of Texas 
so that when she is elected in the General Election she will be 
completely independent, and will not have to “knuckle under’ to 
the real leaders of the Democrat and the Republican parties -- 
namely, Walter Reuther and Nelson Rockefeller, respectively. 


Dr, Charles W, Finley of Lubbock, Texas, after being introduced 
by Dr, Wyvell as the new State Chairman, outlined the program of 
the Constitution Party of Texas since it was founded in San Antonio 
in 1950, He pointed out that the two leading contenders for the 
special election to the United States Senate, Mr. John Tower and 
Mr, William Blakley, both adopted most of the principles of the 
Constitution Party as their own platform, 

Dr. Finley stated that the Constitution Party of Texas has no 
official affiliation with any national political party organization; 
however, he pledged that his State organization would cooperate 
with other independent and Conservative political parties, as they 
have in the past. 

Dr. Finley pointed out that the objective of the Constitution Party 
of Texas is to sell the political philosophy of government which is 
outlined in the 10-point platform of the Constitution Party of Texas.

Dr. Finley continued, ‘Our movement must be based on a pro- 
gram of fairness to all and favoritism to none, There can be no 
place for special interest or hate groups in such a movement, Our 
objective is to sell a philosophy of government that will produce a 
revitalized America -- a philosophy of government with expanded 
freedoms and opportunities that will allow us to harvest the full 
fruits of the free enterprise system -- a philosophy of government 
that will allow us to regain our volition, our will to move forward,” 

J. Bracken Lee received the warm approval of the audience for 
his homespun philosophy of 100% Americanism, J, Bracken Lee 
firmly believes that the Conservative philosophy of government de- 
serves the support of all Conservatives regardless of their present 
party affiliation,

A highlight of former Governor Bracken Lee's speech was his 
analysis of who benefits from the Welfare State.

Alger Hiss, the traitor exposed by the committee after he held 
high Federal posts, sat at Roosevelt*’s shoulder at Yalta and had 
Harry Truman defend him by calling the investigation of Hiss by 
the Un-American Activities Committee a ‘‘red herring."* 

Though Donner apparently couldn’t find room in his book to 
discuss the Hiss case, space was found on the back cover for a 
reciprocal boost for Taylor*s book. 

Taylor was, indeed, prosecutor at Nuremberg and also was a 
brigadier general, In addition, as a lawyer, he has often defended 
Communists in court, He represented 11 members of the Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers Union who were indicted for filing false 
non-Cormmunist affidavits, He was counsel for Communist organizer 
Junius Scales, who was convicted of violating the Smith Act, and 
he acted on the appeal of Jack W, Hall and six others convicted 
in Smith Act cases, 

More interesting is the fact that Taylor resigned from a $17,500 
a year job as Small Defense Plants administrator one month before 
an official flag was placed on his Civil Service Commission file 
with the notation ‘‘unresolved question of loyalty." The Senate 
Government Operations Committee reported in 1952: “‘We have 
checked with the Civil Service Commission and find that his 
(Taylor’s) file has been flagged on loyalty grounds , . We double-
